The English record was left far behind 
in 1927, when 21,578 registrations were 
recorded in Ireland; but the following 
year that total jumped to 30,578. For 
the ensuing three years there was an’ 
ares decrease, but the numbers 
still extended to five figures. In 1932 
they again soared to 23,412, and twelve 
months later they stood at 20,674. |

dogs were registered (all figures are 
exclusive of transfers), and if we place 
a value of £5 on each puppy we get a 
total of £1,650,000!

VALIDITY OF ORDER 


Order No. 41F directed that the 
appellants be brought before a Mili- 


tary Court established by Order 41, 
and there tried her for the 
murder of Michael Devereux. The 


validity of Order 41F had been 
challenged on the ground that it was 
ultra vires the powers conferred on the 
Government by those Acts, inasmuch 
as by directing the Military Court to 
try the appellants together, it pre- 
cluded the Court from exercising its 
discretion and control over its own pro- 
cedure; that all the appellants had 
been brought before the Special 
Criminal Court and charged in connec- 
tion with the murder; and that after 
the trial of Plant and O’Connor had 
proceeded for some time, a nolle 
prosequi had been entered against each 
of them and subsequently against the 
remaining two appellants. Section 2 
of the Emergency Powers Act, 1939, 
provided that the Government might 
make by Order such provisions as were 
in their opinion necessary or expedient 
for securing the public safety or the 
preservation of the State, or for the 
maintenance of public order. 
Sub-section 5 of that section provided 
that nothing in the section should 
authorise the making of provision for 
the trial by courts-martial of persons 
not being persons subject to military 
law.

DULL TENDENCY 


Very quiet conditions characterise 
Stock Markets at present. Encouraging 
war news from the Far East and from 
Russia have been offset by the success 
of Rommel’s attack in Libya.

SEA POWER AND 


‘TRANSPORTS 
VITAL IMPORTANCE OF THE 
MEDITERRANEAN | 


By OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


T the beginning of the other 
A World War, Admiral Graf 
Spee, before crossing the 
Pacific with his main force, detached 
the light cruiser Emden to go 
commerce-raiding in the Indian Ocean. 
We must assume that Admirals 
Suetsugu and Yamamoto are 
Casta documented on that, cruise. 
Also, the possess—what Captain 
Muller, of the Emden, did not—bases 
opening on the Indian Ocean. The 
Japanese appear to have captured 
Penang virtually intact, and Tavoi 
also—not to mention all the subsidiary 
anchorages between. They are aid 
to have transported across the isthmus 
of Kra the special barges which they 
have so effectively used to turn the 
British left along the shore of Malacca 
Strait—craft capable of carrying a 
hundred men apiece. 

Consequently, it cannot have caused 
any great surprise to find on January 
14th a British ship sunk some 200 
miles west of Sumatra and further 
sinkings later. The distance to San 
Francisco from Japan was half as far 
again; and Indian Ocean traffic is 
altogether more dense than Pacific— 
besides being almost entirely on war 
employment and of allied ownership. 
Japan has at least two dozen big, 
long-range submarines suitable for 
attack on this traffic—not to mention 
possible surface-raiders to back them 
up. All shipping north and east of 

urban must now be convoyed just as 
strongly as the traffic in the North 
Atlantic. 


LONG ROUTES 


One very important component 
element in this Indian Ocean traffic is 
that from America to the Near East— 
i.e., to Red Sea and Persian Gulf 
ports. This follows a very long route 
—though one which was, up to now, 
relatively safe. Now, however, the 
Allied merchantman is as likely to be 
sunk by a Japanese submarine in the 
Mozambique Channel as by a German 
off the Azores, or an Italian in the 
Ionian Sea. And, while the risk is 
equal, there is no comparison between 
the relative distances. Compare, for 
instance, the voyage from Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, to Port Said by the two 
routes. Direct, via Gibraltar, it is 
4,571 sea miles. But from Halifax to 
Cape Town is 6,423 miles, and from 
Cape Town to Port Said is 5,346 more 
—a total of 11,769 sea miles, or much 
more than twice-an-a-half as far! 

The inference ig sufficiently obvious; 
it is well worth the Allies’ while to 
use the Mediterranean regularly for 
all supplies, instead of only 
occasionally — which entails the 


maintaining of aerial superiority along 
the 2,000 miles from Gibraltar to Port 
Said. This would not merely result in 
strictly Mediterranean supplies arriv- 
ing in the minimum time; but even 
material for Russia via Persia could be 
landed at Beirut or Haifa, and 
forwarded across friendly territory. 
Far Eastern supplies, even, would not 
only save some thousands of miles, 
but could be nearly guaranteed as far 
as Aden. 


MORE AIRCRAFT 


The adoption of this strong Mediter- 
ranean policy by the Allies would kill 
two birds with one stone. It would, 
—e obviously, withdraw Allied 
shipping out of the reach of Japanese 
submarines in the Indian Ocean and 
diminish Axis pressure on Russia and 
their possible co-operation with Japan. 
This would be more particularly the 
case with regard to aircraft—which is 
likely, in the long run, to be the form 
of aid most useful to Japan. 

Mention of ‘planes in this theatre 
brings to mind at least two desiderata 
from the Allied standpoint. The first 
is a quota of transport "planes, with a 
view to speeding-up the advance of 
anti-tank units, shells and other 
material supplies of various kinds. 
These machines might help increase 
night bombing, if not otherwise 
needed. The second requirement is a 
cannon-armed, tank-destroying fighter 
—on the lines of the Russian Stormovik 
or Illiuchin. The Airacobra in its 
original form—t.e., with a 37 mm. gun 
firing through the air-screw hub—was 
very suitable for this purpose. Let 
well enough alone! An American 
““wisecrack ” about purchasing com- 
missions is worth repeating in this 
context: ““The same fellows that do i 
the buying don’t have to do the 
dying.’’ 


THE MEDITERRANEAN 


Whatever may be the Allied view 
about the importance of the Mediter- 
ranean, there is no doubt at ali as to 
how this theatre is viewed by the 
Axis. They have again hit back ener- 
getically the moment half a chance 
presented itself. For the past month 
they have been steadily adding to their 
air strength over North Africa in the 
hope of turning the tables. The Allies 
have not declared their intention to 
attain again to such a degree of 
superiority as they enjoyed two months 
ago. With regard to Axis sea trans- 
port, it has been calculated that 60 per 
cent. of their traffic in. the Central

WRONG TARGET 


The route followed lay well to the 
westward, because the last report 
described the convoy as ‘‘steaming 
east, towards Tripoli.” This meant 
that it was out of likely reach of 
surface attack from either Alexandria 
or Gibraltar. Apparently the attack 
was entirely: the work of aircraft. 
Wellingtons were the heaviest type 
participating,» and these cannot be 
rated as heavier than “ medium,” 
according to the standards of to-day. 

The opening attack was delivered 
against the battleship—in flagrant 
violation of the Nelson rule: “ The 
transports of the enemy are to be your 
principal object.” The second attack 
was launched at dusk—a brief period 
in these latitudes. This time it was 
Fleet Air Arm pilots using torpedoes. 
They ignored the escort, and went 
after the convoy itself, damaging the 
liner. <A destroyer was also hit. The 
third attack was by Wellingtons, 
bombing with the aid of flares, and 
they finished off the liner. “ This 
ship,” says the Italian account, 
‘carried exclusively troops, who were 
nearly all ut aboard escorting 
destroyers, and reached their destina- 
tion safely.” 

This is quite understandable, Such 
a ship—for so short a voyage—could 
easily carry the infantry of a division. 
The tanks and armoured cars would be 
in the cargo vessels—smaller targets, 
and which seem to have escaped the 
dusk attack. But, at all events, the 
encounter is well calculated to slow 
up any ill-considered haste to transfer 
aircraft or warships from the Near 
East to the Far East. Incidentally, on 
the same day as the convoy attack, the 
Japanese claimed the capture im 
Malaya of 28 tanks and 32 armoured 
cars. It is easy enough to be weak at 
a number of points—which would seem 
a reason to make sure of being strong 
at some one point.

‘HOW SHALL WE 
BUILD?" 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
- Srm,—I have read with mild astonish- 
ment your leading article, entitled 
‘* How Shall We Build ?” in your issue 
of Friday, January 23rd, dealing with 
building prospects and problems in Ire- 
land after the war. The entire content 
of this article seems completely at 
variance, both in substance and detail, 
with what is reasonably to he expected 
For instance, it is safe to assume that 
the supply of steel for use in building 
works will exceed demand for some 
considerable period. Britain’s peace- 
time output of 45,000,000 tons -per 
annum is capone es sega by now 
to perhaps 65,000, tons. An increase 
of this kind will be more than sufficient 
to deal with any replanning and re- 
construction programme which the 
British may initiate. Furthermore, it 
will be impracticable for the British 
steel industry suddenly and drastically 


to reduce the output immediately hos- 


tilities cease, in view of the dislocation 
which would ensue. In addition to 
this enormous output, a great volume 
of present armaments must return to 
the melting-pot, thus still further 
increasing the steel surplus. Britain 
will be most anxious to export 
this surplus in return for the 
many essential imports which she must 
have. It is, therefore, in the nature 
of things that Britain will be quite 
glad to pay us in steel for some of 
our agricultural produce. : 
With regard to timber, this is not a 
native building material. Deal, which 
is the predominant building timber, is 


not grown in this country at present 


to any relevant extent. Furthermore, 
it is not produced within a few hun- 
dred miles of our shores, as in the case 
of steel, but must be brought from 
distant countries—Sweden, Russia and 
America. Moreover, as timber plant- 
ing does not bear fruit for some 20 
years, there has been no possibility in 
these countries of expanding their 
timber resources to deal with war con- 
sumption, so that a timber shorta 
will obtain for many years after the 
war—i.e., until the new planting made 
necessary by the inroads of war con- 
sumption shall come to maturity. 
From the foregoing considerations it 
is reasonable to expect that steel- 
reinforced concrete will be the pre- 
dominant building material to be used 


in the enormous replanning and 
reconstruction proposals which will 
be put in ands. No modern 


architect will share your views with 
regard to the esthetic results of the 
use of this material. The gesthetic pos- 
sibilities of reinforced concrete trans- 
cend anything which was practicable 
in the past. 

The structural use of stone, brick 
and timber has for the most part be- 
come so obsolete as to be nothing 
other than a bad habit, but an even 
worse one is that of endeavouring to 
treat concrete structures as if they 

retended to be of brick and stone. 

Vhen we discard the architectural 
norms of past construction we will find 


reinforced concrete renders ible 


the creation of beautiful building on 

a scale and to a degree undreamed of 

by even the greatest architectural 

geniuses of the past.—Yours, etc., 
MICHEAL COosTELLo 


January 23rd, 1942.

.when he became Prime Minister of

>| British Empire’s fortunes; but the. 


present Premier has a physical and 
intellectual vigour that belies his 
years, and there is no doubt that 
Winston Churchill is regarded as the 
outstanding personality in the world 
to-day. He faced the House of 
Commons yesterday in difficult cir- 
cumstances. While he was absent in 


the United States hostile critics of 


the British Administration had been 
active, and their activities were en- 
couraged by the shape that was taken 
by events. There seemed to be a 
general feeling that, while Mr. 
Churchill himself was beyond re- 
proach, he was being badly served by 
some of his subordinates. Not only 
had British and allied arms suffered 
serious reverses in various parts of 
the world ; but there were complaints 
regarding the industrial war effort 
at home, and expert visitors from 
Soviet Russia had made significant 
criticisms concerning the rate of 
British production. On his return 
from the United States, Mr. Churchill 
agreed to have a debate in the House 
of Commons on the general question 
of the progress of the war. The 
debate started yesterday ; but, instead 
of standing on the defensive, the 
Prime Minister adopted the Danton 


‘theory and lashed out at his critics 


in effective style. There is no man 
in the House of Commons who can 
stand up to Mr. Churchill in debate. 
He is a master of Parliamentary 
style, and his bitterest critics must 
admit that his speech yesterday was 
a brilliant tour de force. He refused 
to allow scapegoats to be made of 
any of the men who have been 
responsible for the conduct of the 
war. He insisted that he alone must 
bear all the blame for the mistakes 
that had been made, and for the 
losses that had been sustained ; and, 
taking the war right into the middle 
of the enemy’s camp, informed his 
hearers that ‘‘a great deal more bad 
news” must be expected in the 
future. He demanded a vote of con- 
fidence in his Government, and there 
is not the slightest doubt that he 
will get it—in overwhelming measure. 
In accordance with his now familiar 
practice, he offered no hope of easy 
victory. On the contrary, he painted 
a’ rather gloomy picture of the 
immediate prospects of British arms; 


‘but right through his speech ran a 


leit-motif of ultimate confidence. 
The British and American peoples, 


he said in effect, have decided to. 


make common cause in this war. 
With their allies, they will stop at 
nothing in pursuit of their goal, 
which is total victory. They have 
suffered set-backs and grievous dis- 
appointments, and the future may 
have even worse in store for them; 
but in the long run they will be 
irresistible, as their enemies will 
discover to their cost. 

Mr. Churchill’s speech ran to about 
ten thousand words. He dealt in 
some detail with some of the problems 
that have been exercising the minds 
of thoughtful Englishmen during 
recent weeks; and, while it would 
be too much to say that he was able 
to dispel all misgivings, he certainly 
made a good case for his subordinates. 
He gave the general impression that 
the less that was said about 
Malaya the better it would be 
for everybody concerned. The 
British were unprepared there, 
as they have been unprepared 
eleewhere, and they already have 
paid part of the penalty of their 
folly. The Japanese struck at a 
moment when the British and 
Americans were trying to send the 
maximum amount of material help 
to Soviet Russia, and the British 
were mounting a major offensive 
against the Germans in North 
Africa, Consequently, the strength 
of the British forces in Malaya and 
Singapore was less than it ought to 
have been. If there had been no 
need to send tanks and aircraft to 
Russia; if General Auchinleck had 
not required increasing reinforce- 
ments in Libya, British strength 
might have been concentrated in 


‘Malaya; but the exigencies of war 


do not reck of ‘‘ifs” ‘and “ buts.’’ 
They deal in facts; and the para- 
mount fact in this case is that, in 
their anxiety to keep every front 
supplied with men and material, the 
British actually kept none of them 
supplied adequately. Mr. Churchill 
made a revealing statement in regard 
to Libya. He paid a generous tribute 
to the German General Rommel, whom 
he described as a “great” leader;

‘The Months to Come 


Since human nature works that 
way, it is some consolation to the 
people of the twenty-six counties to 
realise that they are better off to: 
day than those of virtually every 
other country in Europe. War has 
not arrived here; and, for the 
bulk of the population at any rate, 
there still is enough to eat. Yet 
we must not permit ourselves to be 
deceived. Even if war remains at a 
distance, this country is bound to 
face severe tribulation during the 
months—and, possibly, the years— 
to come, There is little likelihood 
of an early conclusion to the world 
war. The leaders both of England 
and of Germany talk as if it may 
last for asconsiderable time yet, and 
all the evidences point in the same 
direction. This country, like many 
others, was unprepared for such a 
condition of things. 
modities necessary to its comfort, if 
not to its existence, came from over- 
seas. Not merely foods, like wheat 
and tea, were imported, but the raw 
material of many Irish industries 
had to be carried from other lands, 
with the result that those industries 
either have had to close their doors 
or will facé extinction in the near 
future. Transport has suffered 
terribly from shortage of coal and 
oil; now, as a result of the Far 
Eastern conflict, it must face a third 
ordeal, in the form of a scarcity of 
tubber for tyres. We do not 
doubt hat, when it becomes 
possible to reorganise the economy of 
this State after the war, every care 
will bh taken to prevent a recurrence 
of these weaknesses ; but our concern 
is not for that remote future, but for 
to-day and to-morrow. Mr. Lemass, 
the Minister for Supplies, has taken 
no trouble to dissemble his anxiety 
in the long speech which we report 
this morning. What the country 
has endured so far, he says or 
implies, is small in comparison with 
what lies before it. The coming year 
may be crucial. However amenable 
the great Powers may show them- 
selves in respect of Irish neutrality, 
widespread and severe distress is 
inevitable. Many of the necessaries 
of life, short already, will be 
shorter ; indeed, there may be a con- 
dition ‘‘not .far removed from 
famine . . « unless we exert our- 
selves strenuously to avoid it.”

This is no time for false hopes. 
It is the duty of every Irishman to 
understand clearly that he is not 
being deceived by scaremongers, or 
by politicians with an axe to grind. 
Most people have begun, however 
dimly, to appreciate the horrid 
prospect that opens before them; 
they have discovered, to their un- 
bounded surprise, that money is not 
everything—that it is possible for a 
man with plenty of money in his 
pocket to be unable to purchase a 
sufficiency of such once common 
things as coal and tea and matches. 
Nevertheless, there are thousands 
who fail to draw the proper moral 
from these signs. They decline 
flatly to believe that they themselves 
may be the victims of “something 
not far removed from famine”’ ; or, 
if they believe it, they do nothing 
to improve the prospect. They com- 
plain bitterly because they are not 
allotted sufficient petrol fo bring 
their cars to dances and the 
D.U.T.C. has reduced its services; 
but it would not occur to them to 
save their waste paper, or to turn 
off the light in any empty room, or 
to eat an extra potato and do 
without a slice of bread.. These 
people must be brought to realise 
the full gravity of their plight; for 
it is only by an unprecedented 
effort of courage and endurance 
that the country can hope to survive 
its coming trials.

KITCHENS 


The fourth and fifth community 
kitchens to be opened by the Catholic 
Social Service Conference have in- 
creased Dublin’s meals’ supply by over 
700 meals a day, and both are work- 
ing to capacity. 

jithin half an hour of its opening 
at 12.30 on Monday last, the kitchen 
‘at 19 Downpatrick road, Crumlin, had 
served 308 meals. This kitchen is in 
the middle of one of the Corporation's 
biggest housing estates, and gome idea 
of its usefulness may be given by the 
fact that yesterday it served from its 
six electric boilers a total of 480 meals. 
The me SHGms was so great that, officials 
of the Conference are understood to be 
considering the opening of another 
centre in the same area. 

The Crumlin kitchen was blessed on 
Monday last by the Very Rev. D. 
Hickey, P.P., and the attendance in- 
cluded the Rev. J. B. Byrne, C.C., 
eet of the kitchen; the Rev. P. 
O'Keeffe, and the Rev. M. Phelan. 


The other kitchen is in Harold’s | 


Cross, at the gates of Mount Jerome 
Cemetery, in premises which have been 
successively a church, a schoolhouse 
and a clubhouse. On Monday it served 
150 meals and yesterday 250, The 
figure for yesterday represents this 
kitchen’s full capacity—it has only 
four electric boilers. All the work is 
being done by voluntary helpers from 
Harold’s Cross parish. 

At its opening on Monday the kitchen 
was blessed by the Very. Rey. P. 
McGough, P.P., the attendance in- 
cluding the Rev. J. Deery, C.C., orga- 
niser; the Rev, G. Taylor, C.C., and 
the Rev. V. Kehoe, CC. Mr. Ernest 
Cullen, President of the Catholic Social 
Service Conference, represented the 
sponsors af both functions. The other 
kitchens opened by the Conference are 
at Henrietta lane, Dublin; Bray and 
Howth. , 

In both ‘Crumlin and Harold’s 
Cross kitchens a particularly rich 
vegetable stew is served at 2d, a pint 
and soup at ld. a pint. No sit-down 
meals are given. Containers are sup- 
plied by the Conference.

ANCIENT MONUMENTS 


BEING EXAMINED 


Mr. Harold G. Leask, M.R.I.A.I., 
M.R.I.A., in his presidential address 
at the annual meeting of the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries of Ireland last 
evening, dealt with the archeological 
survey of Ireland at present in pro- 
gress. Ireland, he said, was very rich 
im ancient monuments, estimated to be 
quite 50,000 in number, and especially 
important, since Ireland is one of the 
few European countries which developed 
outside the Roman Empire, and 
consequently contained a great body 
of remains from which the early non- 
Roman civilisation of Europe could be 
studied, He gave details of the 
methods of carrying out.the first stage 
of the syrvey, the extraction, collation 
and filing of all relevant material to 
be found in the antiquarian material 
of the last ninety years, and said con- 
siderable progress had been made, He 
appealed to members to explore their 
own localities for ancient remains of 
all kinds and help in the work.

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IR CECIL GRAVES’S appoint- 
ment as Joint Director eral 
of the B.B.C. was widely welcomed 
in the Press here to-day.

Kitchen French 


Mr. Tom Johnston, Secretary of 
State for Scotland, told students at 
the Edinburgh College of Domestic 
Science yesterday that anyone who 
had looked at the amazing variety 
of the menus in Marian McNeill’s 
book, ‘‘The Scots Kitchen,” knew 
that they had, even in their poor 
country, records of multitudes of 
most attractive dishes, some of 
which would compare favourably 
with the pick of the European 
masters. He asked them to make a 
resolute attempt to get menus of 
hote! and restaurant meals printed 
or written in English. If they were 


going to get their subjects on the" 


map, let them begin by destroyin 
the folly of the idea that good f 
was all the better for being sold 
under a foreign description. West 
End restaurateurs defended the 
practice to-day on the ground that 
it describes the French way of pre- 
paring the dish. They do not admit 
any suspicion of snobbery or that 
the waiting staffs have often to be 
instructed as to the menu's mean- 
ing, so as to instruct the patrons 
in turn. 


Refugees 


Large numbers of refugee musicians 
are now in Britain, and, while the 
temporary disturbance to an already 
overcrowded profession could be 
serious if they were given undue 
preference over native artists, history 
shows that a country usually benefits 
in the long run by such immigration 
of prospective talent. There 1s 
always the possibility that some 
genius may be among the chaff. 
British musicians are certainly 
willing to absorb any talent which 
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they cannot themselves provide in 
equal measure. In many respects 
the war has been bad for music— 
many societies have found themselves 
upable to carry on, or, at most. to 
maintain only a shadow existence— 
but present-day composers do not lack 
opportunity, as there is a demand for 
good, modern music, and conductors 
o much to encourage it. 


Dr. Mannix 


Archbishop Mannix, of whom Mr. 
Curtin, the Australian Premier, is 
rsonal friend, hit the front 
pages of British newspapers again 
to-day. The last time was in August, 
1920, when the noted ex-President of 
Maynooth was denied entry into 
Ireland and spent a long sojourn at 
Hammersmith, London. Speaking 
yesterday in Melbourne, Dr. Mannix 
said: ‘* If this country had done its 
duty and kept the Commandments, 
we would not be merely seven million 
people defending Australia, but 
double that number. There is no 
reason to doubt Australia’s loyalty 
towards England, or England’s 
loyalty towards Australia, but the 
fact remains that Australia has been 
let down.” 


Big Ben 


People listening to the chiming of 
Big Ben heralding the 7 a.m. news 
to<dlay heard faint and .throaty 
sounds instead of his usual clear 
voice. ‘‘I am sorry Big Ben has a 
bit of a cold,” the announcer re- 
marked. Actually it is only a chill. 
A rubber buffet needs adjusting, and 
the firm which looks after the famous 
clock in Westminster Tower are 
attending it. This most renowned 
clock in‘all England was once respon- 
sible for saving a man’s life. An 
unfortunate fellow about to be con- 
demned for murder obstinately de- 
clared that he was in London on the 
night the crime was committed, and 
that he remembered particularly 
hearing Big Ben give thirteen strokes 
at midnight. The prisoner was at 
first regarded as a very foolish liar, 
but it was speedily established, on 
the testimony of one of the workers 
who look after the parliamentary 
that on the night in 
question the extra stroke boomed 
out. 


Bread Deliveries 


Lord Woolton’s announcement that 
from March onwards bread will not 
be delivered by retailers on more 
than three days a week is a logical 
step in the Government’s rationing 
of deliveries policy, which has already 
saved tens of thousands of gallons of 
petrol daily. Roundsmen will do 
different rounds on alternate days, 
and will visit their customers on a 
rota basis. The Ministry of Food 
are to ensure that half-a-dozen bakers 
do not call at the same street, and 
the shops will have to keep a record 
showing the days on which they 
deliver in the different districts. 
Hospitals, catering establishments, 
institutions, hotels and boarding- 
houses will be exempted from the new 
restrictions. '

Five pairs of 
English, or ten pairs of Irish, stock- 
ings were issued yearly. 

The soldier’s ground-sheet of that 
year was worth 5s.—but was known 
as “ an Irish mantle.’

Tennis Balls

I do not know whether this is the 
proper method, and am sure much 
advance has been made, bit I pro- 
cured a hypodermic needle, had it 
soldered to the nose of my bicycle 
pump, felt for the rubber lump in 
the more or less deflated ball, and 
blew the ball up.
